Governor General En Route to 
Skagway to Sail for 
Vancouver 


DAWSON CITY, Y.T. Aug. 11 — 
(Canadian Preas)—Concluding a busy 
fortnight in the Yukon his excellency 
the governor-general is en route to 
Skagway today to take ship for Van 
couver, en route to Ottawa. Baron 
Byng arrived at the mouth of the 
Stewart river last night and connected 
with the steamer White Horse, on 
which Lady Byng and the vice-regal 
suite had jonrneyed to meet him 

The governor-general has been in 
Mayo ailver camp for a week, while 
Lady Byng and Lady Margaret Bos- 
cawen remained in Dawson, Lord 
Byng entered with seet into the tron- 
tler Mfe of Mayo and Keno Hill. He 
went down into the mines and came 
‘tack laden with gold nuggets and sim- 
flarsouvenirs, He dined with the min- 
ers and was made an honorary mem 
bor of the Yukon Order of Pioneers 

While tn Dawson the vice-regal 
party was visited at the government 
house by Chief Isaac Montesuma, who 
owned the Yukon before the white 
man came, Chief Isaac came in the 
costume of hia ancient state, and his 
retinue carried caribou and moose 
skins to present to the governor-gen 
eral.

On the contrary, it is being urged 
as a means of so allocating tax 
methods among the three authori- 
ties that each can collect as much 
as it pleases without conflicting 
with the tax schemes of the other 
two. It is time for the taxpayer to 
take an interest in the proceed- 
ings. Tax readjustment is not tax 
reduction, and isn’t intended to 
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A Taxation Oonference? 


There is a good deal of talk in 
some quarters about the need of 
the Dominion, provincial and mun- 
icipal authorities of Canada get- 
ting together in a round-table con- 
ference on the question of taxa- 
tion. With a view to arranging 
among themselves what particular 


taxes, or kinds of taxes, each may | po 
levy. At present all of them come 
at the tax-payer, however, and on | Not Reporting. 


whatever pretext the law does not 
expressly forbid. Where three sev- 
eral parties are trying to | get 
money ouf of the same pocket at 
the same time there is obvious 
danger of conflict. Thus while the 
Dominion already collects an in- 
come tax the provinces and the 
municipal councils are in a state 
of more or less general dispute as 
to which of them shall also have 
the privilege of taxing people be- 
cause they havc incomes. It is to 
adjust relationships at such points 
of contact that the proposed con- 
ference is proposed. No doubt that 
would improve matters, at least in 
appearance. At least there would 
be @ gain in seemliness and har- 
mony if the three collecting agen- 
cies could confine their respective 
exploitary activities to certain 
lines, and thus prevent overlap- 
ping. The gathering would cer- 
tainly arouse enthusiasm on the 
part of the public if there was any 
prospect of the conferees agreeing 
to cut (down the-grand total of 
their annual demands to about 
one-half its present proportions, Of 
that, unfortunately, there is little 
enough chance. The idea seems to 
prevail among authorities great 
and small that their business is to 
spend money, and that unless they 
boost ‘taxes somewhere and some- 
how they will not be thought to be 
progressive. It is rather likely, 
therefore, if the conference is 
held, that when it is over the tax- 
payer will find that the partici- 
pants spent their time surveying 
the possibilities of levying new im- 
positions upon him, and that they 
have.apportioned’ his goods and 
chattels among them for taxation 
purposes with a prescience that 
overlooked nothing from the fam- 
ily cat to his hope of a raise in 
pay. Certainly nobody has sug- 
gested that the object of the con- 
ference, or a probable or possible 
outcome of it, would be to reduce 
either the number or the amount 
of taxes. What is aimed at seem | 
ingly is to make such a division of 
methods of taxation as would 
make possible the collection of the 
maximum amount of money by 
the largest number of taxes imag- 
inable. 

While the tax-levying authori- 
ties are thus proposing to settle 
amoug themselves what they wil! 
do to him, it would seem to be in 
order for the Canadian taxpayer 
to do a little conferring with him- 
self as to what portion of his earn- 
ings he intends to hand over for 
the privilege of being governed 
and what portion he intends to 
keep to support his family. That is 
a phase of the taxation question to 
which publie officials seem to be 
curiously but consistently indif- 
ferent. Taxes in this country are 
unnecessarily, unreasonably and 
unbearably high, The payer does 
not get value for his money. But 
if he got good value for every dol- 
lar of it the cost is more than he 
can stand, For the same reason 
that not every family can afford an 
automobile, much as they would 
like to have one, there will have to 
be a curtailment of public service. 
It is costing moré than can be 
spared, But it is useless to look to 
councils, legislatures and parlia-

Theory Versus Fact. 

The Oliver Government refuses 
to believe that British Columbia 
has ‘‘Government control’’ of the 
whisky business, to! any seemly 
and satisfactory extent. Last week 
the authorities started proseeu- 
tions against several proprietors 
of export warehouses, on the 
ground that these institutions 
were headquarters for a flourish- 
ing bootlegging traffic. They fol- 
lowed it mp by announcing that 
hereafter a Government official is 
to be established in every ware- 
house in the province to see that 
none of the contents trickle away 
into the underground channels. 
That is very disconcerting to the 
claim that when a government 
goes into the whisky trade the 
bootlegger has to go out of it be 
cause nobody will buy his dope 
The Government of British Colum 
bia hasn’t ‘‘control,’’ any more 
than have the Governments of pro- 
hibition provinces. Like them, it 
is only trying to get control, and 
will have to keep on trying in- 
definitely.

It definitely ranges him 
against the foundation idea of 
the wheat board, as set forth by 
H, W. Wood, which is that the 


}erop of each year should be held 


off the market until the beginning 
of the following crop year. 

If there are reasons why the 
Manitoba farmer finds it more 
profitable to make an early sale 
on the open market, that in itself 
constitutes a reason why the 
wheat of the Saskatchewan and 
Alberta farmer should not be 
held back. Because, if the flood- 
ing of the early market with 
grain is what depresses the price, 
sales made by the Manitoba farm- 
er will depress the price for his 
neighbors of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta—if the H. W. Wood 
theory is correct. 


As a matter of fact, there is no. 


reason why farmers in some sec- 
tions of Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta should not have the advantage 
of the early market as well as 
their neighbors in Manitoba. In 
parts of the more westerly prov- 
inces a larger proportion of the 
wheat is already cut than in Man- 
itoba, Why should ‘the farmer in 
those sections not have the same 
advantage of the early market as 
the farmers of Manitoba, merely 
because the harvest in other sec- 


tions of each province is more 
backward.

Expert Discusses Effect of Limited Highway Capacity On The Work’ three dollars in Connecticut, 
of Automobile Engineers of the Future —— 


mY. Bag Somes. president of the 
aie ahaa’ Automotive Enginesers, 
bI on to the fact that the pro- 
plem of highway capacity in city 
streets deserves the most careful study 
on the part of automotive enginesrs, 
particularly as to what its probable 
effect will be on future design require- 
ments as affecting the size of the ve- 
hicle .the control with respect to 
steering, turning radius, acceleration 
and braking 

“In many of our cities,’ he says, 
“very stringent regulations with re- 
gard to parking have been put into 
force. It is useless to spend our time 
in railing against these provisions, for 
in some measure at least they repre- 
sent the legititmate effort to distribute 
the use of the streets in a fair way 
among all citizens, The problem pre- 
sented {s of the most complex nature 
and deserves careful atudy and @n- 
alyals. 

“another result of the increasing 
traffic density is the lowering of the 
efficiency of motor vehicles as a means 
of saving time, As the cost of opera- 
tion of motor vehicles has been reduc- 
ed, and the possibility of use thereby 
increased, this new factor of limita- 
tion of speed, due to congestion, be- 
comes increasingly important.” 

Testimony recently presented to the 
Transit Commission by traffic officials 
and others regarding vehicular travel 
on Second and Third avenues showed 
that while the plethora of motor ve- 
hicles might occasionnly lower their 
time-saving efficiency, there was little 
doubt of the lowered effictency caused 
to the surface car lines and even fire 
apparatus. Instead of urging some- 
thing new, thereby increasing the 
amateur traffic experiments with which 
New York has been afflicted, Captain 
Van Keuren, in charge of the traffic 
precinct below Forty-second street, 
aaid that there was sufficient law to 
improve traffic conditions provided 
there were sufficient men to enforce 
the law. This peculiar difficulty of 
motor law enforcement is not limited 
to the metropolis. 

Possibly ‘bearing in mind the heavy 
taxes placed upon motor trucks in 
some States, of which Texas is now & 
conspicuous example, where & bill has 
been drafted levying an almost prohib!- 
tive tax upon motor trucks engaged in 
commercial traffic and buses oper- 
ated for profit packed, it is said, by 
the steam transportation lines has led 
Mr. Backman to state that it is partic- 
ularly unfortunate that there should 
he any controversy between the rail- 
roads and the users and manufactur~- 
ers of motor vehicles {instead of com- 
plete co-operation. t.

PAY ATTENTION 
TO SPARE TUBES 
IS GOOD ADVICE

These Should be Tightly Rolled 
and Carried in Oilcloth

It ts a frequent complaint emong 
motorists that when they put aspare 


tire on to replace adamaged shoe 
they almost invariably have another 
blowout within a few minutes. This 
is quite true, but there is no myaster- 
lous fate about it, There is a direct 
and definite cause, and that is the 
abominable care or rather total lack 
of even reasonable care, which is gen- 
erally accorded the spare tire and the 
spare tube, Perhaps the epare tube ts 
an even greater sufferer than the extra 
casing. 

To ‘begin with, the vast majority of 
car owners are hopeless tn the matter | 
of carrying extra tubes, Usually these) 
unhappy lengths of rubber are thrust 
under the back seat in company with 
the jack, the tire pump, a eet of tire 
miscellaneous heavy 
articles with sharp edges. 

In Giad Abandon. 

The tube may start on top of the 
heap, but the jostling and bumping of 
road travel mixes them up with a glad 
abandon, Naturally the tubes do not 
injure the fron confreres to any mark- 
ed extent, but jack, pump and com- 
pany do many unwholesome things to | 
the rubber tubes. There may not ac- 
tually be ‘holes cut in the tubes, but 
spote are frayed thin, so that after the 
tubes are placed in service they are 
ready to blow on the #lightest excuse. 

Tubes should be carefully folded 
over from the ende to the valve stem 
in the middie. This stem ehould be 
wrapped in waste, Then the tube | 
should the tied tightly and placed in 
la hag, preferably of olicloth, In this 
way the tube will carry, safely and | 
be ready to play its part when tts time 
comes. 

The car owner who does his own 
tube repairing, and with modern equip- 
ment this is so easy that there Is no 
excuse for passing the job on to the 
vuleanizing shop should remember 
one thing when he is making repairs 
on the road. Use the running board 
as a work bench instead of laying the 
tube in the dust, where bits of sharp 
grit may be picked up to cause a 
puncture later on. 

Trim the Hole. 

The first step in repairing a hole tn 
the tube is to trim the hole around 
neatly, so that you get a beveled edge 
Wash around the enlarged hole with 
gasoline and then roughen the surface 
slightly with sandpaper. 

Next the tire cement 
three successive layers, each one 
heing allowed to become “‘tacky" b- 
fore the next one is laid on. After 
the third coating of cement thas he- 
come tacky, the patch ts applied and 
pressed firmly into place until) it ta 
firmly set.

These particles are 
harder than cast iron, and if some of 
the emery is caught between the eyl- 
(Inder walls and the _ piston, they | 
never stop grinding. When  com- 
pleting the job carefully wipe all the 
emery from ‘the valve and @eat and 
finish with kerosene or gasoline on & 
cloth as an extra precaution, 


Be sure the jack is quite secure be- 
fore taking off the rim or wheel.

coal—the main cause of increased 
prices in the past of coal from what 
are known as the independent mines. 

Soft Coal 

“While, as already polnied out, 
there is a very considerable shortags 
in production of bituminous coal, It is 
generally felt that unless the strike 
settlement is delayed ‘beyond 80 days, 
the soft coal production will fairly 
rapldly right itself owing to the wide 
area over which the numerous bitu- 
minous mines are scattered, The main 
difficulty will be in moving that por- 
tion that goes by water up the lakes to 
Western and North-Western points, 
and -here again, transportation, so far 
as Canadian supplies are concerned, is 
likely to be congested, because under 
normal conditions Canada imports 50 
per cent. of its biLumtnous supplies, as 
well as anthracite supplies, within the 
months of April to Auguat inclusive. 

“The President's fuel distribution 
committee at Washington has been 
brought into existence for the purposs 
of distributing the soft coal that is 
now available from non-unionised 
fields, so as to meet, as far as prac- 
ticable, the needs of consumers in the 
order of their importance. 

“Those consumers of United States 
coa! in Canada in immediate actual 
need of fuel must readily conform to 
the requirements of the Washington 
fuel organization; the clear under- 
standing | that the Canada or- 
ganization will not allow any request 
to go forwerd unless it is clearly @
